OPS Notes Possible 
Way to Assess 
Default Penalty 


WASHINGTON The Office of 
Price Stabilization this week point- 
ed a way by which the Chicago Board 
of Trade could legally fix default 
penalties on futures contracts to 
maintain the integrity of those con- 
tracts. 

Last December the Board proposed 
a settlement price of $79 ton, $5 over 
the spot ceiling, where short sellers 
of soybean oil meal futures default- 
ed their contracts. But Harold Lev- 
enthal, chief counsel for OPS, ruled 
then that default assessments cannot 
be set higher than ceilings unless the 
amount in excess of the ceilings rep- 
resents actual damages suffered, or 
has previously been set as a penalty 
“to promote the integrity of ex- 
change contracts.” 

The Board of Trade later proposed 
a “settlement price” of $74 ton, “plus 
$5 liquidated damages.” 

In a letter to the board which was 
released this week. Mr. Leventhal 


said he could not rule affirmatively 
on the request since he lacked all 
facts concerning the extent of dam- 
ages alleged. However, he did appear 
to reveal an avenue along which the 
board could move. He said: 

“Under present regulations, there 


! is no violation of the Defense Produc- 


tion Act of 1950 in a case where both 
(a) the assessment is a determination 
of actual consequential damages, or 
an exaction to promote the integrity 
of exchange contracts, or both, and 
(b) there is in fact no use or assump- 
tion of value (whether market value, 
fair value, true value) in excess of 
ceiling price.” 

In commenting to Feedstuffs on 
his letter, Mr. Leventhal said if the 
Chicago Board proceeded along the 
lines outlined in the foregoing quota- 
tion, there would be little if any dan- 
ger that it would violate provision of 
the control law. Subsequently, it was 
learned that the paragraph quoted 
was originally set forth by the Board 
in a letter to OPS outlinine che meth- 
od and theory which it was using to 
impose the penalties on defaults. 


SPOKESMEN FOR OIL FUTURES 
MARKETS ALSO OPPOSE HIKE 


Doubt Arises on Pricing of Mineralized Meal inio For- 
mula Feeds as Practice Spreads; Mixers 
Complain to U.S. Officials 
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Price Control Developments 


Meat Scrap Regulation in Works; 
Millfeed Order Possible Soon

WASHINGTON—The feed division 
of the Office of Price Stabilization is 
preparing an amendment to CPR 22 
which will put meat scraps and tank- 
age under that regulation. CPR 22 
is the general manufacturers’ order. 

Currently producers of meat scraps 
and tankage are operating under 
individual letter orders, or the Gen- 
eral Ceiling Price Regulation, or ad- 
justments taken through applications 
to OPS on Form 8 of CPR 22. 

The planned amendment would be 
a temporary order to line up prices 
within the industry until OPS can 
draft a permanent order. It would 
permit producers to adjust ceilings 
by applieation to OPS on Form 100 
to cover cost increases from a se- 
lected quarter of the year prior to 
June 24, 1950, through July 26, 1951, 
the cut-off date under the Capehart 
amendment. The proposed adjust- 
ments would give many producers 
substantially higher ceilings than 
they have now, but it is doubted that 
they would be able to obtain those 
high levels. 

Here are other price control de- 
velopments: 

@ There is renewed optimism at OPS 
that a millfeed order can be issued 
within two weeks. This change of 
outlook resulted from withdrawal of 
legal objections to the proposed or- 
der within the working levels of OPS. 
The final draft may be completed 
next week and sent to the OPS clear- 


ance committee for approval. If it 
is approved promptly, it may be 
ready for signature by the week of 
Feb. 10 and could be issued about 
Feb. 15. 

@ Now in the works is a preliminary 
draft of an order for distillers dried 
grains and solubles. OPS hasn't moved 
very far in this action because it 
doesn't have adequate data. The or- 
der would be a temporary one, prob- 
ably a supplement to the GCPR, 
which would be replaced by a spe- 
cific order. 

@ Price officials have determined 
their approach to an alfalfa meal 
order. It would be a supplement to 
CPR 22 and would incorporate provi- 
sions of letter orders issued previous- 
ly to individual companies. It also 
is expected to remove some inequali- 
ties for centrally located dehydrators, 
particularly in Ohio, officials said. 
Ceilings between areas would be 
equalized so that the Ohio region 
would recover higher costs said to 
have occurred there. The present 
theory would be to equalize ceilings 
among processors on the basis of 
freight from the Midwest to Boston, 
with freight off back to interior 
points in the deficit feed area.

WASHINGTON Prospects that 
the Office of Price Stabilization might 
act to increase the ceiling price for 
soybean oil meal declined further this 
week when representatives of major 
oil futures markets discussed the sit- 
uation with OPS price officials. 

The oil market representatives told 
the government officials that any at- 
tempt to effect a remedy of the pres- 
ent situation either through an up- 
ward revision of the oilmeal ceiling 
or through the device of a floating 
ceiling which would be adjusted week- 
ly would virtually end futures market 
trading in soybean oil. 

This trade opposition to the ru- 
mored changes contemplated appears 
to have aligned strong forces from 
all segments of government and in- 
dustry to any change in the present 
soybean oil meal situation. In OPS, 
U.S. Department of Agriculture and 
other government agencies interested 
in oil markets there is virtually a 
unanimous opposition to tinkering 
with the current price ceilings. 


Some Processors Short 

While there is still strong insist- 
ence that something be done to kill 
off the practices of selling meal as 
mineralized feed or selling only on a 
toll crush basis, the anticipated sup- 
port for a change in ceilings from 
soybean processors has failed to ma- 
terialize. As previously reported, it 
has been learned that the soybean 
processors developed the information 
that any advance in the soybean meal 
ceiling would inflict great financial 
damage on some of its members who 
were believed to be short of meal at 
$74 ton. 

OPS officials now say there is some 
doubt that mineralized feeds can be 
priced out by feed manufacturers 
under the provisions of the feed in- 
dustry regulation. These officials say 
that they doubt that under the order 
a feed manufacturer can obtain a 
second mixing margin on mineralized 
feeds when incorporated into another 
feed. The custom or toll crushing ap- 
pears to be legal, but the money paid 
for custom crushing for beans can- 
not be passed on in the price of the 
feed and must be absorbed by the 
manufacturer. 


More on Market 
Meanwhile, the practice of adding 
mineral or other ingredients to soy- 
bean oil meal appeared to be grow- 
ing, according to trade sources. Some 
of the larger crushers have already 
offered such a product or were ac- 
tively considering doing so. Previous-

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Protein Situation Easing? 


N the minds of a lot of feed men—perhaps most of them—there has been 

a degree of mystery connected with the very tight protein supply situa- 
tion of the past three months. Some of the factors causing it have been 
apparent, but others have not been easily seen or understood. 

In some of his recent talks, Walter Berger, president of the American 
Feed Manufacturers Assn. and a good student of markets, has expressed 
it this way: 

“I am confident that there must be considerable stockpiling of protein 
supplies at various levels, including the farm level. Since last October, the 
farm advisory services have been telling farmers to buy their season's sup- 
ply of protein, and probably a lot of feeders did so.” 

Pointing out that, compared with the previous year, there was an 18% 
increase in production of the five principal oi] meals in October and of 12% 
in November, and that the first quarter production was at an all-time high, 
Mr. Berger said that “if we have fed it all up we are in serious trouble. If 
there is some stockpiling it should begin to show up before long in lessened 
current demand.” 

Dr. L. C. Cunningham, Cornell University economist, expressed a simi- 
lar viewpoint recently. “Oil meal production has clearly outrun actual feed 
consumption in recent months and I conclude that moderate accumulation 
of stocks exists somewhere in the feed distribution stream, including the 


points of actual consumption,” he said. 
* * * 


EED men who have surveyed the situation carefully say that cattle feed- 

ers, particularly, during November and December took actual delivery 
of much more protein meal and cake than was necessary to meet current 
needs. One well informed feed man says that he believes that the cattle 
people as a whole have more protein than they ever have had at any time 
in past years. 

Some of the leading feed industry analysts now say that they look 
for a definite easing in the protein supply picture sometime this month. 

There are signs that their viewpoint is well founded. The cottonseed oil 
meal situation has eased somewhat in the past week, with offerings from 
areas where nothing could be bought a couple of weeks ago. There also are 
current reports that mixers of mineralized soybean oil meal are meeting 
resistance on forward sales at present prices. It is said that West Coast 
feed demand is starting to decline, with the heavy rains in that area prom- 
ising to bring good grass two weeks to a month earlier than usual. 

It probably will not take any tremendous increase in protein supplies, 
or any sensational decline in demand, to make a substantial difference in 
the market situation. A difference of 5% or less in supply or demand or 
a combination of those two major influences could have a powerful effect. 
A considerable amount of hysteria always develops in tight situations, and 
this undoubtedly has colored the feed supply picture in recent months. When 
everyone is scrambling for supplies and orders are being pyramided it is 
easy to get an exaggerated idea of things, but this hysteria is relieved rap- 
idly the moment offerings begin to show up.

E think also that the attention that has been given to the protein 
pe situation has caused many feed men to overlook the demand 
side, which is of equal importance and may be of more importance in the 
coming months. The hog-corn ratio has dropped below 10. Eggs are around 
27¢ to the farmer in the Middle West, and feed is around $90 a ton. The 
poultry farmer who may be getting about 15 eggs a month from 8 Ib. or 
so of expensive feed undoubtedly is going to exercise considerable caution 
in his future operations. This is indicated by the predictions of a 5 to 10% 
drop in chick hatchings and a 9% decrease in the spring pig crop. It is 
entirely possible that the demand side of the picture will be the principal 
factor in bringing the feed supply and demand scales back into balance. 

There are, of course, obvious disturbances of feed ingredient production 
that will continue to exert a considerable effect and that will have to be 
watched. The low price of oils, the ceilings on oi] meals, and the relatively 
high supports for soybeans and other oil bearing seeds make a combination 
of factors that is bound to influence production of oil meals and that is 
going to be very difficult to overcome. Large accumulations of alcohol and 
whiskey have brought a sharp reduction in distillery operations and a con- 


sequent important cutback in offerings of distillers’ byproducts. There is 
a somewhat similar situation in brewers’ byproducts. This has thrown an 
unusual load on other feed ingredients. Gluten feed and meal is another 
problem. One of the large wet corn processors told us recently that his plant 


currently is recovering only about 1 lb. of gluten meal per bushel of corn, 
whereas the recovery used to be 3% lb. He attributed this drop to the fact 
that most corn nowadays is of hybrid varieties, relatively low in protein, 
and, added to this, virtually all of the corn this year is extremely high in 
moisture, further reducing gluten content. The alfalfa meal situation, of 
course, is well known and cannot be improved until a new growing season 
starts. 

* In the over-all picture, however, it is difficult to see how there could 
be a real feed shortage this year. It is quite probable that, once the log jam 
of recent months is broken, the situation will adjust itself quickly. 


FORMULA FEEDS: HOW’S BUSINESS? 


FEATURE 


Depressed egg, livestock and poultry markets exerted more influence on 
formula feed demand this week, and many manufacturers throughout the 
country who up to recently had reported satisfactory volume of business 
noted a decline in buying. The slower trade is attributed partly to seasonal 
developments—the “in-between” period when cattle and feed demand tapers 
off and chick starter buying is just beginning. However, there appeared little 
doubt that poor returns on sales of products in relation to feed prices have 
influenced feeders to reduce their buying. Shortages of protein meals are still 
a major headache, and prices on most ingredients remain high, offsetting for 
the most part some easiness in millfeeds and feed grains which developed 
late in the week. Meat by-products meanwhile advanced sharply. The index of 
wholesale feedstuffs prices gained 1.5 points to 281 and the feed grain index 
dropped 1.4 points to 268.4 in the week ending Jan. 30, the Production and 


Marketing 


Northwest 


Demand for formula feeds slipped 
in the Northwest this week, appar- 
ently the result of growing consum- 
er resistance to high prices induced 
by dissatisfaction with current feed- 
ing ratios and to some extent trans- 
portation difficulties in farm areas. 

Local plants managed to maintain 
recent levels of operation—16 or 24 
hours a day, five or six days a week— 
but prospects for continuing this rate 
of production during next week were 
somewhat uncertain because orders 
definitely have fallen off. 

Hog concentrates, and in some 
cases baby pig feeds, are holding up 
a good share of current volume for 
some plants. Others find that their 
orders for dairy and cattle feed ac- 
count for much of their output. De- 
mand for laying mashes is only so-so 
for most concerns as farmers con- 
tinue to resist high feed prices while 
receiving low returns for eggs. Grade 
A eggs on farms were bringing only 
about 30¢ doz. in the Northwest this 
week. 

Chick starter business continues to 
expand, and according to some re- 
ports sales of early chicks are in good 
volume. Some other reports from 
hatcherymen, however, are discour- 
aging. It is believed that some deal- 
ers are building inventories of chick 
feeds now as a hedge against pos- 
sible higher prices and shortages, 
which may account for the somewhat 
earlier than usual gain in these sales. 

Most of the loss in volume has oc- 
curred in carlot business, as truck 
lots continue to hold to recent aver- 
age volume. 


Southwest 


A slack demand for formula feed 
continued in the Southwest, most 
manufacturers reported this week. 
Prolonged sluggishness in produce and 
livestock markets failed to furnish 
feeders with an incentive to step up 
their feeding programs at the present 
time. In fact, considerable culling of 
laying flocks was indicated. In addi- 
tion, there was a fresh decline in 
broiler meat returns. 

The January-February lull in feed- 
ing demand is being felt more this 
year, perhaps, because many mills 
were not equaling production vol- 
umes of a year ago. In spite of rather 
general reports of light demand, some

mills continued to produce feed at 
capacity. But elsewhere the end of 
seasonal cattle feed production was 
nearing and chick feed business was 
Still in its infancy. 

Eggs at Kansas City continued to 
hold to around 32¢ doz. for current 
receipts, broilers were 31l¢ lb. and 
hog values remained depressed. When 
hatcheries get back into production 
it is expected to give a boost to egg 
prices, but it is still too early in the 
season for most hatcheries to open. 

Very little relief from high feed 
prices was noted this week. Most 
price lists of formula products re- 
mained unchanged. However, there 
was some indication of a downward 
adjustment in lighter proteins brought 
about by the break in corn and mill- 
feed on Jan. 31. 

Production in the area was mostly 
five days or less with a smaller back- 
log of orders on the books for next 
week reported in most instances. 


Southeast 


The protein shortage has now be- 
come acute for a number of formula 
feed manufacturers scattered 
throughout the southeastern states. 
Others, both large and small, are 
holding on, expecting some improve- 
ment by March, when their current 
bookings will be exhausted. 

Although there were demands from 
all sections of the country for south- 
ern oil meals last week, the only 
thing available was peanut meal. 
Without detriment of ceiling, the 
price of this commodity has continued 
to advance. Because the southern 
feed manufacturer has shied away 
from toll deals and mineralized mixed 
feeds of soy, offerings of peanut meal 
have been well taken up when they 
reached the market. In addition, des- 
perate buyers in all sections of the 
country have demanded this supply 
of “pure protein.” 

Apparently, the larger feed manu- 
facturers are fairly comfortably fixed 
to assure their mills of steady runs 
during the next 30 days, but the mad 
scramble continued for scarce ingre- 
dients to increase feed production. 
The smaller manufacturers who have 
had a hand-to-mouth policy of buying 
are suffering for the want of neces- 
sary ingredients. Numerous reports 
have been received as to these mills 
having to operate partial shifts, and

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USDA Officials, Warehousemen 
Hold Talks on Storage Agreement

CHICAGO—Around 150 represen- 
tatives of the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture and terminal and country 
warehousemen gathered in Chicago 

* Jan. 30-31 and Feb. 1 to negotiate a 
renewal of the Uniform Grain Storage 
Agreement for 1952-53. 

Since this merely was a discussion 
meeting, no decisions were reached. 
The representatives of the Produc- 


tion and Marketing Administration 
and the Commodity Credit Corp. pre- 
sumably will take trade recommenda- 
tions back to Washington with them 
and attempt to incorporate them in a 
workable storage contract agreeable 
to all concerned. The new agreement 
should be released in April. 
Representing the government at the 
meetings were such figures as Drexel 
Watson, director of the grain branch, 
USDA, Washington; William McAr- 


| thur, deputy director of the grain 
| branch, Washington; C. Harry Neal, 
PMA grain branch, Washington; P. M. 
O'Leary, Office of the Solicitor, Wash- 
ington, and William J. Wilson, PMA 
Fiscal Branch, Washington. The PMA 
also had branch representatives from 
most of the grain-growing areas of 
the country attending. 

The three days were divided into 
three sessions. On the first day, Jan. 
30, the government officials met with 
representatives of terminal elevator 
operators. The second day, USDA 
and country elevator operators met, 
and the final day, all groups com- 
bined for a joint session.

The chief bone of contention be- 
tween the government and the ter- 
minal elevator operators appeared to 
be Section 10 of the Uniform Grain 
Storage Agreement, which has to do 
with responsibility for condition of 
grain. Both parties had several re- 
visions for that section. This always 


has been a sore point with ware- 
housemen, since their margin of 
profit on stored grain is so small 


that liability for deteriorated grain 
could lead to financial losses quickly. ° 

Government officials also had 
something to say about Section 10. 
They recommended for trade con- 
sideration that a clause be inserted 
in the agreement which would pro- 
hibit warehousemen from charging 
the CCC for drying grain in order 
to make it conform to the descrip- 
tion shown on a warehouse receipt. 
Occasionally, the government con- 
tended, an elevator operator accepts 
“tough” grain, gives a warehouse re- 
ceipt which does not specify that the 
grain is tough, then bills the CCC 
for drying such grain. 

The country elevator operators 
made a preliminary preparation for 
their session with PMA officials at a 
gathering of operators at the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade Jan. 30. Pre- 
siding at this meeting was Ray B. 
Bowden, executive vice president of 
the Grain & Feed Dealers National 
Assn., Washington, D.C. 

The chief spokesman for the coun- 
try elevator men at the meeting Jan. 
31 with grain branch officials was 
R. G. Cargill, Victoria Elevator Co., 
Minneapolis, who also acted as chair- 
man of the negotiating committee for 
the country elevator men. 

He was assisted by Joseph B. 
Gregg, Morrison - Gregg - Mitchell 
Grain Co., Kansas City, who is chair- 
man of the country warehousemen’'s 
negotiating committee, and Mr. Case 

Country elevator operators also 
voiced objections to Section 10 of the 
UGSA. This part of the session was 
held in secret, however. Mr. Gregg, 
who had met the day before with 
representatives of the Food & Drug 
Administration at the Chicago Board 
of Trade, said that developments at 
that meeting had a beariny on re- 
sponsibility for condition of grain, 
but he was not authorized to divulge 
the information. 

The joint meeting scheduled for 
Feb. 1 in the Congress Hotel, Chi- 
cago, starting at 9:30 a.m. will be 
covered in next week’s Feedstuffs.

Wide Variety of Topics Slated 


at Midwest Conference Program 


KANSAS CITY—A wide variety of 
topics will be covered in the program 
of the Midwest Feed Manufacturers 
Assn. at the annual convention which 
will take place at the President Hotel, 
Kansas City, Feb. 14-15. 

One of the innovations this year 
will be a capsule review of all of 
the feeding research projects that 
are currently under way at the state 
colleges in the eight states served by 
the Midwest association. A represen- 
tative of each school will give a brief 
resume of the work being done at his 
institution and the purpose behind 
each project. 

It is expected that in this way the 
feed industry will be able to get a 
comprehensive picture of the vast 
amount of study of major problems 
that is going on in this area. The 
material will be presented in two 
panels, one of which will be in charge 
of J. R. Couch, professor of poultry 
husbandry at Texas A. & M. College, 
and the other with Damon Catron, 
professor of animal husbandry at 
Iowa State College, as moderator. 

Those who will appear on the two 
programs are D. B. Parrish, depart- 
ment of chemistry, Kansas State Col- 
lege; A. G. Hogan, chairman of the 
department of chemistry, University 
of Missouri; W. J. Loeffel, chairman 
of the department of animal hus- 
bandry, University of Nebraska; C. 
K. Whitehair, department of animal 
husbandry, Oklahoma A. & M. Col- 
lege; C. C. Culbertson, department 
of animal husbandry, Iowa State Col- 
lege; E. L. Stephenson, department 
of animal industry, University of Ar- 
kansas; Sherman S. Wheeler, direc- 
tor of the agricultural experiment 
station, Colorado A. & M. College. 

Some interesting developments 
have taken place at Iowa State Col- 
lege in feeding a complete hog feed, 
in contrast to grain and supplement, 
and the results of the work will be 
discussed by Damon Catron at the 
meeting. 

Another topic of great interest in 


the Midwest and Southwest is the 
latest development in cattle feeding, 
particularly feeding of a low protein 
supplement instead of high protein 
oil meals. Recent discoveries in this 
field will be discussed by O. Burr 
Ross, research director, Gooch Feed 
Mills, Salina, Kansas. 

Another recent development in feed 
handling—bulk delivery of formula 
feed—will be described by Madison 
Clement, Clement Grain Co., Waco, 
Texas, who uses this system. 

The outlook for feed sales as meas- 
ured against the general economic 
picture for 1952 is a topic which will 
be presented to the convention by 
Dean McNeal of Pillsbury Mills, Inc., 
Minneapolis, who has a wide reputa- 
tion for his pertinent analyses of 
what the future is likely to bring to 
the feed industry. 

The convention delegates also will 
have an opportunity to view the new 
swine nutrition film produced by the 
Feed Institute of Iowa in cooperation 
with Iowa State College visual edu- 
cation department. This color film, 
about 30 minutes in length, tells the 
story of properly balanced rations. 
Entitled “The Open Door to Greater 
Hog Profits,” the film is available 
for rental at a nominal fee. 

The annual banquet will take place 
as usual on the evening of the first 
day of the convention. The speaker 
chosen for the occasion is “Scotty” 
McFarlan of Emporia College, well 
known in the Southwest for his in- 
spirational talks. Other entertainment 
features will include a floor show fol- 
lowing the banquet and a cocktail 
party at which the Kansas Feed Club 
will be host to those attending the 
convention.

Credit Men Report Increase in 
Applications for Turkey Financing 


KANSAS CITY—A sharp increase 
in applications for turkey production 
financing was reported by credit 
managers of feed manufacturing firms 
who attended the third annual re- 
gional conference sponsored by the 
feed credit organizations associated 
with the Midwest Feed Manufactur- 
ers Assn. The meeting took place at 
President Hotel, Kansas City, Jan. 
22, and was attended by about 35 
representatives of feed firms in the 
area stretching from Nebraska to 
Texas. 

It was also stated at the meeting 
that feed manufacturers expect an- 
other increase in broiler production 
during the coming year. The general 
opinion was that the market was far 
from saturated and some of the new- 
er processing trends, such as cut-up 
frozen broilers, were cited as evi- 
dence that markets are widening. 
One of the large packers reported 
that broilers in 1951 were the largest 
single brand item in the firm's sales, 
exceeding any other branded meat. 
This firm is increasing its processing 
capacity at several points. 

One speaker warned that the broil- 
er business should be confined to its 
natural areas where farm land is not 
suitable for production of grain and 
livestock. “Black dirt” broiler areas 
have not been too successful, he said, 
and they have not been able to pro- 
duce as great a return to farmers as 
grain and livestock in such areas. 
However, he also cited the trend 
toward setting up broiler areas near- 
er to large cities to save freight costs 
and transportation shrinkage. 

Turkey Financing 

With respect to turkeys, the gen- 
eral feeling at the meeting was that 
feed manufacturers would accept 


finance applications for more turkeys 
in 1952, in some cases up to 20% 
more than last season. Most feed 
firms finance turkey growers directly 
and not through dealers. The opposite 
is customary in the chicken business, 
except for meat packers. 

The reason for the direct financing 
of turkeys is the relatively large 
amounts of money involved, too much 
for the average dealer to accommo- 
date. Most of the feed men at the 
meeting said they financed only the 
turkey supplement. A few financed 
the grain and supplement. Poult 
financing is rare. 

Nearly all of the firms take mort- 
gages, but the few who did not said 
that they eliminated mortgages be- 
cause they involved much extra work 
and did not give a great deal of ex- 
tra protection and were hard to 
prove. Without a mortgage, the feed 
manufacturer will tend to pick bet- 
ter risks, too. 

A careful check on each grower is 
necessary, it was brought out. Many 
firms require a monthly analysis 
checking feed deliveries against the 
number of birds for any discrepan- 
cies. Some have a financing limit this 
year of $4 to $4.25 per bird. Wheth- 
er or not the feed manufacturer re- 
quires the grower to carry insurance 
on the flock, depends partly on the 
geographical location. In some of the 
mild southern areas, insurance is not 
required because the weather risk 
is so small. 

More Through Banks 

The trend is toward more turkey 
financing through banks, which are 
taking more turkey breeder and broil- 
er financing in particular. The latter 
types involve less money and have 
a better ratio of grower assets to

Totals $2 Billion 


WASHINGTON—The U.S. Depart 
ment of Agriculture reports that al: 
most $2 billion was invested in Com- 
modity Credit Corp. price support 
program loans and inventenies as of 
Dec. 31, 1951. The total reported 
was $1,999,705,000. 

At the same time, USDA noted 
thet CCC sustained a net realized loss 
of $39,761,000 in carrying out this 
program during the first six months 
of the current fiscal year, which ends 
June 30, 1952. (The net realized loss 
on the CCC price support program 
for the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1951, was $345,599,000.) 

Of the total investment of $1,999,- 
705,000, loans outstanding totaled 
$793,298,000 (including $244,751,000 
of commodity loans held by lending 
agencies, $511,933,000 held by the 
CCE, and $36,614,000 of loans ap- 
proved but not fully processed) and 
inventories acquired under loan, pur- 
chase agreement, and direct pur- 
chase operations represented an in- 
vestment of $1,206,407,000. 

Price support operations in four 
commodities accounted for the bulk 
of the loan total. These commodities, 
the quantities of collateral pledged, 
and the loans outstanding were as 
follows:

When in full operation, the mill 
will have an annual production of 
approximately 150,000 tons of feed 
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and will serve livestock and poultry 
feeders primarily in western Louis- 
iana and eastern Texas. 

Construction is expected to be 
started as soon as the contracts are 
let, and it is possible the mill will 
start operations in spring of 1953, 
Mr. Danforth said.

It’s Worth Looking Into... 


Fertilizer Industry 
Group Studies Part 


in Farm Production 


WASHINGTON—The U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture's Fertilizer In- 
dustry Advisory Committee met here 
Jan. 18 to discuss industry problems 
and the general outlook for fertilizers 
in connection with the production job 
before American agriculture in 1952. 

Foremost among industry problems 
is the shortage of sulfuric acid for 
production of phosphate fertilizers, 
members of the industry group said. 
Industry spokesmen also questioned 
whether everything possible is being 
done to increase sulfur supplies and 
urged that all feasible steps be taken 
to get the critically short commodity 
from Mexico, Central America or 
other possible supply sources. 

National Production Authority rep- 
resentatives present said that their 
agency would do everything possible 
to see that phosphate fertilizer pro- 
ducers got their share of sulfuric 
acid within limitations of the present 
regulations governing that product 
and sulfur. They explained, however, 
that no improvement in the sulfur 
situation appears probable in the next 
few years. 

Scope of the 1952 production goals 
program of the department was out- 
lined to the industry committee at 
the beginning of the meeting by Har- 
old K. Hill, deputy administrator, 
Production and Marketing Adminis- 
tration, USDA. He pointed out that 
the size of the job in 1952 will make 
the need for fertilizer more impor- 
tant than in 1951. W. A. Minor, as- 
sistant to the secretary of agricul- 
ture, pointed out that use of fertil- 
izer in the U.S. had doubled in the 
last eight years and predicted similar 
increases in the years ahead. He 
urged the industry to take steps to 
meet the problems this expansion 
will bring. 

Prospective supplies of basic fer- 


tilizers for 1952, as estimated by the 
department, were given to the com- 
mittee as follows: nitrogen, 1,375,000 
tons, an increase of 7% over 1951; 
potash, 1,515,000 tons, up 5% from 
last year; and phosphates, 2,100,000 
tons, off 6% from 1951. 

Industry spokesmen requested the 
department to make a survey of fer- 
tilizer storage facilities from manu- 
facturers right on through to farm- 
ers and to determine by crops and 
localities the best fertilizer formulas. 

A suggestion was made by a de- 
partment spokesman that since am- 
monium sulfate was in freer supply 
than superphosphates, the former 
material could be used to raise the 
nitrogen ratios of mixed fertilizers, 
particularly for application on grains

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New Hormone Can Double Annual 
Lamb Crop, Upjohn Co. Reports 


KALAMAZOO, MICH.—The Up- 
john Co. has announced the develop- 
ment of a new sex hormone, which, 
the firm reports, makes possible 
doubling the annual lamb crop in the 
U.S. and which has proven success- 
ful in treating sterility .in cattle, 
swine and other domestic animals. 

Dr. J. L. Davidson, head of the de- 
partment of veterinary medicine at 
the pharmaceutical firm, identified 
the hormone as ECP. It is known 
technically as estradiol cyclopentyl- 
propionate. He added that the hor- 
mone, which will be widely available 
by March 1, has been tested at 33 
agricultural colleges, state experi- 
ment stations and by 36 veterinary 
practitioners.

Preliminary tests 
with ECP, he added, indicate that 
most sows can be brought into heat 
after treatment.

MERCHANDISING HINTS FOR THE FEED RETAILER 


PRODUCT KNOWLEDGE—A speaker at a trade association convention in 
Washington pointed out that a survey covering the country showed that 
only 22% of = sales people in the U.S. have an adequate knowledge of the 
merchandise they are supposed to be selling. Along this 
» line, more than one authority has noted that too many 
feed store employees do not know enough about the 
products they handle and are unable to take advantage 
of all the sales opportunities open to them. All of this 
brings up the suggestion that many dealers could well 
put more stress on sales training. Formal training 
meetings may not be necessary, but dealers should go 
out of their way to pass on information to their em- 
ployees so that these employees will be able to answer 
questions about their merchandise and to explain how 
: the products should be used for best results. So, the 
himself should be alert and ‘“‘on the ball,’ absorbing all the information 
he can get on his merchandise. And he should make every effort to see that 
his employees are “on the ball” too. 


$ $ $ 


CUSTOMER COURTESY—One basic principle of successful retailing 
that probably can’t be emphasized enough is customer courtesy. 
When a farmer-customer has paid for several bags of feed and 
appears in the warehouse to pick them up, employees should greet 
him immediately with attention and load the bags for him. They 
shouldn’t stand around waiting for the other fellow to do the job, 
or make the farmer do the loading himself. Employees should be 
made to realize that customer satisfaction is important to the profit 
of the feed store, and therefore important to the security of their 


own jobs. 
$ $ $ 


PUTTING MOVIES TO WORK—If you have a moving picture camera, 
there's a way in which you may be able to make profitable use of it in your 
feed business. A midwest dealer makes moving pictures of typical farm 
scenes and activities in his area. He takes the 
camera and goes out to the farms of his custo- 
mers and other prominent farmers. There he 
takes pictures of farmyard scenes and of the 
farmers feeding hogs or poultry, ushering milk 
cows into the barn and so on. Periodically the 
dealer holds meetings in his store or possibly 
in a hotel, announcing beforehand that moving 
pictures of farmers in the area will be featured. Attendance varies, depending 
on the number of invitations. After the movies are shown, the dealer makes 
a few remarks about the value of the formula feeds and the feeding programs 
he offers. He has found that this project has won him many new customers 
and has built good-will for his store.

AN EDUCATIONAL TOUR—A successful dealer desiring to stimu- 
late interest in the brand of feed he handles chartered a bus and 
took a number of his farmer customers to the experimental farm 
of the manufacturer making those feeds. The dealer was located 
fairly close to the farm, so it was relatively easy to arrange the 
one-day trip. The farmers toured the research farm and saw first- 
hand how the manufacturing firm was on top of the latest feeding 
and nutrition developments and was striving to see that its feeds 
were of the best quality.

SUGGESTION BOX—A number of retailers provide suggestion boxes into 
which customers can drop slips containing comments on the store and prod- 
ucts and services. And considerable success in improving store-customer 
relations has been reported in some cases as a result of such a project. A 
Minnesota retailer has successfully used a simple mimeographed form in 
obtaining customers’ comments and answers to questions on service provided. 
The top of the form reads, “Your courtesy in answering these questions will 
assist us in the management of this store.” Then the name of the owner is 
given. Next are four questions, with spaces for checking “yes” or “no” 
answers. The questions are: “Did we have the item you asked for? If not, 
what was it? Were you waited on promptly? Was the clerk courteous and 
helpful?" Space also is provided for other comments. The customer is invited 
to sign his name and address if he wishes. Customers who fill out the slips 
and drop them into the box either immediately or on a return trip provide 
some helpful suggestions. But, in addition, the mere fact that the dealer 
provides the opportunity to answer the questions and make comments,

Panels Cover Range of Topics 
at Northwest Retail Convention 


MINNEAPOLIS — Panel discus- 
sions on important feed industry top- 
ics occupied most of the program 
time at the Northwest Retail Feed 
Assn. convention Jan. 21-22 at Hotel 
Nicollet. 

The series of talks covered ma- 
chinery, personnel relations, merchan- 
dising, feed formulation and credit. 
Summaries of these discussions, as 
well as other convention highlights, 
are reported here. (See also the story 
in the Jan. 26, 1952, issue of Feed- 
stuffs). 

Feed Merchandising 

Speakers at the merchandising ses- 
sion of the converition program 
stressed the importance of selling a 
feeding program—not just feed—and 
of service to the feeder, helping him 
get the best results. 

Leader of the panel discussion on 
merchandising was Roy Peterson, 
Red Wing (Minn.) Feed & Supply. 
Speakers were Norman Dewes, as- 
sistant director of formula feed sales, 
General Mills, Inc., Minneapolis; E. 
F. Dickey, vice president and direc- 
tor of sales and advertising, Honeg- 
gers’ & Co., Inc., Fairbury, IIl., and 
Marvin Narramore, director, Feed 
Institute, Inc., Des Moines. 

Mr. Dewes said many sales per- 
sons pass up opportunities to make 
a sale, apparently because they do 
not know enough about their mer- 
chandise and would be embarrassed 
if they opened a discussion and were 
not able to answer questions. This, 
he said, shows clearly why sales 
training, although an old and often- 
mentioned subject, is so important. 
He urged dealers to concentrate more 
on proper training of their person- 
nel. 

Mr. Dewes also stressed service to 


feed customers, noting that feed men, 
in addition to offering a good prod- 
uct, must teach better ways of using 
it, better ways of feed management. 

Mr. Dickey, citing a trend toward 
more specialization in business and 
the professions because of vast 
amounts of new knowledge and new 
developments, said feed men must 
know and understand proper usage 
of their products. The feed man, he 
continued, must get out on the farms 
and into the poultry houses and 
study customers’ problems and be in 
a position knowledgewise to advise 
and counsel customers on how to 
make more money on his feeding 
programs. 


Primary Responsibility 


“It is my thought that we must, 
as businessmen, assume primary re- 
sponsibility for the success of our 
customers’ livestock and poultry proj- 
ects,”” Mr. Dickey said. Farmers, he 
added, will let the feed dealer as- 
sume this responsibility and will fol- 
low his advice when he has demon- 
strated that he has the knowledge 
and merchandise to help them do a 
better job. 

“I do not believe that any dealer 
or company should depend on any 
so-called mysteries of the feed busi- 
ness, secret formulas or secret in- 
gredient X’s as a basis of establish- 
ing a permanent type business,” Mr. 
Dickey said, “but rather build a busi- 
ness through the service rendered 
customers in helping these customers 
make more money through better 
usage of their company's products 
and better methods.” 

Mr. Narramore—titling his talk, 
“We Have Gone Nutrition Nuts”— 
told the retailers that there has been

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too much concentration on the con- 
tents of a feed and not enough on 
results. Other merchandise, such as 
automobiles, is sold primarily on the 
basis of performance and results, he 
said, and the feeder is looking for 
results when he buys feed. He wants 
mainly to know what the feed will 
do. 

Mr. Narramore pointed out that 
good ingredients and good quality are 
important. But, he said, in advertis- 
ing and selling, emphasis should be 
put on results. For example, in mer- 
chandising hog feeds, the emphasis 


should be on gains, not just on vita- 
min Bz, and other ingredients. 

“Don’t just sell a bag of feed; sell 
a feeding program,” Mr. Narramore 
said. 

Retailer Advertising 

One of the questions raised in the 
discussion period was: If a dealer has 
a gross business of $300,000 annually, 
what per cent should he spend on 
advertising? Mr. Dickey said that a 
survey of dealers and advertising peo- 
ple showed that the feed retailer 
should spend 1 to 2% of gross sales 
on advertising. Asked what medium

was best for the dealer’s purposes, 
he said local newspaper advertising 
generally was most effective, fol- 
lowed by local radio advertising. Mr. 
Narramore said dealers should use 
the medium that will reach the peo- 
ple they want to reach, and gener- 
ally local newspaper advertising is 
best. 

Asked about sales training, Mr. 
Dewes said the dealer should keep 
his eyes and ears open; he should 
give a hearing to every man who calls 
on him to sell something; he should 
be alert to chances to learn some- 
thing. Thinking in those terms, he 
can obtain some valuable informa- 
tion which he can pass on to his men. 

Mr. Dewes also urged dealers to 
take one or two intelligent, indus- 
trious young men and develop them 
so that they can “take some of the 
load off your shoulders before the 
doctor tells you to do so.” Give these 
young men an incentive to be inter- 
ested in the business, Mr. Dewes said 
—not just in the form of pay but by 
giving them an opportunity to learn.

Make employees want to be trained, 
he advised. 

A panel on feed mill machinery and 
feed production was led by J. E. 
Donovan of Donovan's, Inc., Albert 
Lea, Minn. Taking part in the dis- 
cussion were Chester Blizil, plant su- 
perintendent, Archer-Daniels-Midland 
Co.; Robert L. Ranney, plant super- 
intendent, Ralston Purina Co., and 
Kent C. van den Berg, F. H. Peavey 
& Co. 

Among the topics covered was pel- 
let production. Mr. Ranney explained 
types of machinery used and some 
of the production problems. He also 
explained the crumblizing process, 
noting that rolls are used predom- 
inantly for cracking pellets. 

The subject of quality control came 
up during the session, and it was 
pointed out that one method other 
than laboratory analysis is checking 
amounts of ingredients used against 
amounts required by the formuig of 
the feed being produced. 

In a discussion of packaging, it was 
generally agreed that there was a 
strong trend toward greater use of 
50-lb. bags. It was noted that some 
packaging equipment for 100’s can 
be used for 50's. 

Bulk delivery of feeds was dis- 
cussed briefly, and it was indicated 
that some bulk delivery operations 
were developing in the Northwest. 
One feed miller present said he 
thought that there were possibilities 
of bulk delivery to hog feeders in 
his area but that poultry flocks in 
the area were too small to warrant 
bulk delivery of feeds. Another mill- 
er said his firm was doing some bulk 
delivery in 6-ton lots, using a con- 
ventional truck. It also was noted 
that some dealers have been picking 
up bulk feeds with grain trucks at 
plants. 

Mr. Van den Berg, an attorney, 
explained some of the government 
materials regulations and procedures 
which feed men may use in obtain- 
ing maintenance and repair supplies 
and in obtaining new machinery. He 
said no regulation requires an MRO 
rating in buying maintenance and 
repair items. However, in order to 
help get allotments of controled ma- 
terials, the equipment manufacturer 
may ask for a priority rating. 

Mr. Van den Berg also discussed 
the priority situation in regard to 
new capital expenditures for equip- 
ment. 

He noted that machinery sellers

on the panel was Harry Neuhaus, 
manager of the district office of the 
U.S. Department of Labor, Minneapo- 
lis, who explained the government's 
wage stabilization program. 
Mr. Neuhaus pointed out that 
ig wages could be raised under four 
regulations now effective in the sta- 
bilization program. Included in these 
‘ possible wage hikes were the “10% 


catch-up” formula, designed to match 


the increase in the cost of living, and 
merit and length-of-service raises 
that have been given under historical 
patterns by a firm. He also discussed 
the regulations governing the pay- 
ment of various types of bonuses un- 
der the program. 

In answer to a question from the 
floor, Mr. Neuhaus outlined ways for 
a retail feed firm to combat the loss 
of experienced employees to defense 
plants in their areas because of the 
higher wages paid. He suggested that 
firms facing this problem petition the 
wage and hour board in special and 
unusual cases. 

Lloyd N. Case, secretary of the 
Northwest Country Elevator Assn., 
Minneapolis, discussed the coverage 


of the wages and hours act and how 
it affects retail store operations. He 
pointed out that an establishment 
must be recognized as a retail es- 
tablishment doing more than 85% of 
its sales within a state area to gain 
exemption from the act. He cited the 
area of production exemption, which 
is available to firms in certain lo- 
calities, and reported that a new 
definition of this exemption is in the 
process of being promulgated. 

Mr. Case urged the retail dealers 
to take an hour of their study time 
when they returned to their offices 
and make a study of the wages and 
hours material they have on file to 
determine whether or not their op- 
erations are governed by the act or 
not.

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Use of Group Figures for 
Comparative Analysis

sociations and the government 

publish group figures covering 
many phases of business manage- 
ment, sales, margins, operating costs, 
net profit, inventory turn and invest- 
ment, average collection period and 
cash versus credit sales. We have 
found that many feed dealers accept 


R cciations companies, trade as- 


such figures when compiled for their 
own field, as accurate yardsticks with 
which to measure the results of their 
own operations, and in many in- 
stances, they penalize themselves for 
their implicit faith in these business 
surveys. 

The dealer should know how to ap- 
praise average business figures be- 


cause placing total dependence on 
them as guides to future operations 
may cause plenty of grief. The word 
“average” is one of the most abused 
words in the English language. One 
hears talk of the “average man,” the 
“average American,” the “average in- 
come of factory workers” and the 
debate goes en from there. Reflection 
will convince that no one knows what 
the “average” anything is. 

When checking your operating re- 
sults against group figures, here are 
the things to consider. 


Varying Factors 


1. Operating costs differ, some- 
times widely, according to the vol- 
ume done, the size town or territory, 


the profitable concerns and the un- 
profitable concerns. Operating ratios 
decrease as volume increases. Ratios 
for profitable concerns average lower 
than those of unprofitable concerns, 
margins tend to increase with the size 
of the town or territory, but so do 
operating costs, particularly rent or 
ownership expense. Net profit va-

ries; it follows no particular pat- 
tern, except that in the lower vol- 
ume brackets, the percentage of net 
to sales is higher in the bigger towns 
or territories. Considering these va- 
riables, if the figures in a business 
survey are lumped without classifi- 
cation, they should not be taken too 
seriously as managerial guides. 

2. The number of samplings has 
much to do with the value of group 
averages. Many surveys are based 
upon a few samplings, and they do 
not provide average figures that are 
dependable for application nation- 
wide because operating costs and 
conditions vary in different sections. 
Some business surveys are based on 
sizeable samplings, but the averages 
are too old to use as guides today 
without making adjustments for the 
changes that have come to pass. Be- 
fore putting too much trust in group 
figures, find out how old they are, 
what period they cover. Remember 
that the passage of time affects the 
validity of comparisons. 

3. Average figures are usually com- 
piled on a yearly basis, whereas, the 
dealer must analyze his figures 
month-to-month, and his operating 
ratios will differ, sometimes widely 
from month to month, because of 
seasonal business, poor crop year and 
other factors. Of what use are yearly 
average figures when operating ratios 
show sizable month-to-month vari- 
ances? Yet, we know many dealers 
who use the yearly figures as guides 
to monthly performance. Of course, 
there are dealers who by-pass the 
monthly profit and loss statement 
and check against group figures to 
size up their business efficiency on a 
yearly basis only. This is not so mis- 
leading when making comparative 
analysis, but it is poor business policy 
to wait until the end of the year 
before reviewing the results of opera- 
tions. Check your figures monthly. 


Different Business Methods 

4.The forms sent out on surveys 
are standardized, but the researchers 
have no way to tell that the figures 
entered are correct, or how the re- 
porting dealer runs his business. For 
example, if he owns his business 
property free and clear, if he bought 
it years ago when prices and costs 
were lower, his ownership expense 
will be much lower than that of a 
dealer who reports on a_ business 
property bought or rented during the 
past few years. Neither has the com- 
piling agency any way to know 
whether the dealer is including his

Accounting is not an exact science, 
because numerous estimates are in- 
volved in such accounts as deprecia- 
tion, inventory, repairs and improve- 
ments and insurance. Different deal- 
ers figure these items in different 
ways, which will vary the net profit 
shown, and these variances are not 
taken into consideration when the 
averages are compiled. If a dealer 
uses a different basis for estimating 
these items than the dealers who sup- 
piled the figures from which the 
averages were compiled, he will have 
an erroneous yardstick with which 
to measure his own results. 

5.How do the dealers reviewed 
keep their books? Many keep poor

6. The profit or loss ratio is the 
logical starting point for compara- 
tive study, and it measures the net 
result of management policy. In in- 
terpreting this ratio it is important 
to remember that group figures show 
profit as a percentage of sales vol- 
ume, which is always 100%. If the 
average result shows that a group 
has obtained a small rate of profit 
it does not necessarily mean that the 
businesses reporting are unprofitable. 
A small rate of profit on sales may 
yield an attractive return on in- 
vested capital if the investment turns 
over rapidly. Conversely, an impres-

be stuffed or sweated to the proper 
weight or trimmed to the proper 
height. Such a comparison provides 
a basis for judging whether his 
weight is reasonable considering bone 
structure and family characteristics. 
When using group figures in busi- 
ness analysis, any deviation from the 
average must be judged in the same 
light. Is it reasonable considering the 
characteristics peculiar to the busi- 
ness or certain external factors over 
which the dealer has no control, or 
other variances not applicable to all? 

7. The lines sold have much to do 
with average results. If a dealer sells 
a sizeable quantity of high-margin 
lines related to feed, his over-all 
margin will be higher than the dealer 
who sells only feed, which is low- 
margin merchandise. The dealer 
whose business figures differ from 
group averages should not be too 
concerned unless he knows that the 
dealers whose figures were compiled 
to arrive at the averages sell feed 
and related lines in approximately 
the same proportion he does. 

8. Average figures are dependable 
as a general frame of reference or to 
show trends from period to period. 
If one were to average up the mar- 
gins earned by jewelers one would get 
a figure approximating 50%, much 
higher than the average margin 
earned by feed dealers, and the re- 
sult would not be subject to doubt. 
If the dealer were to average his 
monthly dollar cost of operation to- 
day with the monthly cost of opera- 
tion in 1939, the result would be a 
higher current outlay, and this would 
not be subject to question. If the 
dealer averaged the volume of feed 
ground this year against that of 
prior years, he would get a good 
focus on the facts. 

But, these are merely mathemati- 
cal calculations in which the average

When one 
desires a guide to business manage- 
ment, one must have more than fig- 
ures tapped out on an adding ma- 
chine tape, one must have a lot of 
Statistical data that group averages 
seldom provide. In this article we 
have covered the main factors that 
cause deviations in business figures so 
that the reader can make a more in- 
telligent analysis when comparing 
his own recordings with average find- 
ings in group studies. At best, such 
averages are secondary yardsticks, 
your experience figures are the best 
guides. 
Area Figures Best 

The most dependable average fig- 
ures are turned out for a limited sec- 
tion of the country, and the work 
can best be done by business associ- 
ations within the state. They are 
close to the reporting dealers, can 
get them to compile the figures care- 
fully, and can make up averages that 
are fairly dependable for dealers in a 
limited area, although they may be of 
little use to dealers in another area 
confronted with different conditions. 
Group figures, compiled on a national 
basis, should be reviewed cautiously 
because they contain too many va- 
riances to be used as an exact meas- 
urement of any one dealer's manag- 
erial efficiency. 

Compilers of group figures do not 
juggle them intentionally, but the 
figures they produce are no better 
than a mathematical simplification of 
a lot of figures that would be im- 
possible to comprehend if given the 
dealer for comparison with his own 
operating results. If used, the dealer

URBANA, ILL.—High profit poul- 
try farms earned more than twice as 
much per hen above feed costs last 
year than did all poultry farms cov- 
ered by a University of Illinois sur- 
vey. The 70 best farms showed re- 
turns above feed costs of $2.68 per 
hen, compared with an average of 
$1.15 over for 314 farms.

a usable form. It appears we have 
only started to explore the possibili- 
ties of converting roughages and corn 
into beef. No doubt the same prin- 
ciples can be used in making more 
efficient use of many other roughage 
feeds such as sweet corn refuse, pea- 
vine silage, citrus fruit refuse, sor- 
ghum silage and dry range forage. 
The development of Purdue Cattle 
Supplement A (See Figure 1) has 
combined together a group of nutri- 
ents which are unusually effective in 
balancing the deficiencies inherent 
in roughages and has permitted good 
growth and efficient gains at low cost.

daily) that steer calves would con- 
sume, resulted in a gain of 2 Ib. or 
better per head per day at a cost of 
15¢ (1951) a lb. Please note that no 
hay or other dry roughage was fed. 
Contrary to accepted opinion, cattle 
can be grown at a rapid and efficient 
rate without the feeding of dry 
roughage in the diet when silage is 
properly balanced. No scouring or 
looseness occurred among the silage- 
fed steers. 

The most striking feature of this 
experiment was the number of pounds 
of beef produced from an acre of 
corn silage (70 Ib. of corn per acre— 
15 tons of corn silage). Corn silage 
supplemented with Purdue Cattle 
Supplement A (3% Ib. per steer 
daily) produced from 1,600 to 2,000 
lb. of beef per acre. After deducting 
the cost of the supplement and the 
cost of putting up the silage an acre 
of corn produced a return of $385. 


EDITOR’S NOTE: Balancing out 
the nutritional requirements of beef 
cattle with proper supplements makes 
it possible to produce beef efficiently 
on feeds with a high cellulose content, 
Dr. Beeson told feed men at the re- 
cent Florida Nutrition Conference. 
How these rations were fortified in 
Purdue experiments is described in 
the accompanying article, the text of 
his Florida talk. Dr. Beeson is a 
member of the Purdue animal hus- 
bandry staff. 


This figures out to be an average 
return of $5.50 bu. for the corn mar- 
keted through the cattle. The cattle 
price used to establish these figures 
was 30¢ Ib., a conservative figure be- 
cause the steers were worth consider- 
ably more than that. 

Half of the nutritive value of a 
corn crop from an energy standpoint 
is in the corn kernel and the other 
half is in the cornstalks, corncobs and 
leaves. Probably one of the funda- 
mental reasons why corn silage has

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480 lb.) fed all of the grass silage 
they would eat (37 Ib. per head daily) 
along with 3% Ib. of Purdue Cattle 
Supplement A, gained 2 lb. a day and 
the cost of the gain was 18¢ lb. With 
this supplemental feeding program, 
an acre of grass silage produced from 
the first crop 1,432 Ib. of beef an acre, 
and still ample pasture was left on 
the field for the remainder of the 
grazing season. In dollars and cents 
after deducting the cost of supple- 
ment, the cost of corn used for a 
preservative and the cost of putting 
the silage into the silo, this acre of 
grass silage made a net return over 
the above costs of $246 an acre when 
the steers were priced at 30¢ Ib.

the winter. Indiana produces about 
1,500,000 tons of corn cobs annually 
and it requires with this feeding pro- 
gram about 1% tons of cobs to winter 
a steer. Indiana has sufficient corn 
cobs to winter at least 1 million head 
of cattle. 

Urea is a non-protein nitrogen com- 
pound which can be used as a re- 
placement for part of the protein in 
the diet of cattle and other rumi- 
nants. Urea feeding compounds usu- 
ally contain about 42% nitrogen, 
which is equivalent to 262% of pro- 
tein equivalent. Actually, there is no 
protein in urea, but the billions of 
micro-organisms that are contained

in the paunch or rumen of cattle can 
convert urea nitrogen into protein 
which can be utilized by the cattle. 
One of the key points in the utili- 
zation of urea is to remember that 
it contains no energy value, and that 
when urea is used to replace part of 
a protein supplement such as cot- 
tonseed or soybean oil meal, it is 
necessary to add an _ equivalent 
amount of energy in the form of 
grain, molasses or some other high 
energy feed. It usually requires about 
14 lb. of urea plus 100 Ib. of grain to 
be equivalent to 100 Ib. of a protein 
supplement. In other words, for every 
pound of urea that is added to a 
concentrate mixture, it is necessary

to add 7 lb. of an energy feed to 
make it equivalent in nutritive value. 

Urea feeding is only profitable 
when the cost of high energy feeds 
such as corn or molasses is less per 
pound or ton than the cost of a pro- 
tein supplement such as cottonseed 
oil meal, soybean oil meal or linseed 
oil meal. 

Recent results at Purdue Univer- 
sity have shown that cattle can be 
wintered successfully by using a pro- 
tein supplement where one third or 
one half of the protein is supplied 
from urea, and additional energy is 
added in the form of molasses or 
grain to compensate for the lack of 
energy in urea. Replacing two thirds 
of the protein with urea had some de- 
pressing effect on the gains in the 
latter part of the feeding period. 


Summary

used in a feed mixture:

half of the protein should be replaced 
with urea in a supplement for cattle. 

2. For every pound of urea added 
to a mixture, 6 to 7 Ib. of a concen- 
trate such as corn or molasses should 
be added to replace the energy lost. 

3. Urea should be mixed thorough- 
ly because it is a toxic compound and 
at high levels will cause harmful 
effects. 

4. Urea feeding gives the best re- 
sults in the well-balanced diet so that 
the bacteria have all the nutrients 
necessary for the synthesis of pro- 
tein and other nutritional factors. 

5. The presence of sulphur in the 
diet appears to be helpful in protein 
synthesis from urea.

Check Yourself on An Im- 
portant Aspect of 
Salesmanship

OW can you check your listen- 

er-personality? The percent- 

age of “yes” answers you score 
on the following listener test will 
show your rating. All questions are 
based on the fundamentals of cour- 
tesy often too easily ignored: 

1. Do you avoid breaking in on the 
feeder’s conversation before he 
pauses to let you have your say? 

2. Do you avoid distracting move- 
ment or talk such as side remarks 
to some other person nearby, fooling 
with the farmer’s dog, etc.? 

3. Do you sincerely show interest 
in the feeder’s words by observant 
facial expression, alert for both what 
he says and what he may show you? 

4. When you ask a question or com- 
ment on the feeder’s views, do you 
acknowledge, respect his opinions? 

Do you prove by your replies that 
you were listening to him? 

5. Do you steer each step and de- 
tail of your sales presentation to fol- 
low or meet the feeder’s reactions as 
he mentions them? 

6. Do you avoid arguments? 

7. Do you encourage feeders to con- 
tinue stating their viewpoints and 
questions? 

8. Whether or not you sold feed on 
that contact, do you honestly believe 
you left the feeder pleased with him- 
self, convinced of your feed’s merits, 
pleased with you? 

How is your compliment count? 

What does the word “compliment” 
suggest to you? Is your definition of 
the word confined to “praising his 
livestock, the appearance of his farm, 
the efficiency of his feeding prac- 
tices?” 

It is expected you will think of 
“compliments” in such a sense, And 
you would be partly correct because 
one step recommended in effective 
selling is “compliment the customer.” 


A Broader Meaning 

However, complimenting should 
have a broader meaning for your 
sales approach to the feeder. If you 
follow the principle, “Don't do all the 
talking,” you will have an opportu- 
nity to compliment your feeder pros- 
pects throughout your sales presen- 
tation. 

The one person in whom the other 
fellow is most of all interested is him- 
self. Your feeders usually enjoy tell- 
ing you what they are doing, how 
they do it, how they feed and man- 
age their stock. Do you give them 
a chance? 

Do you ask leading questions to 
encourage them to tell you more 
about their methods or problems or 
doubts? After you ask those ques- 
tions, do you listen, concentrate on

Blackboard Provided 
for Customers’ Want 


Ads and Messages

A BLACKBOARD on which cus- 


tomers can write messages or 

brief “want ads” has proved 
to be an effective good will builder 
for a Texas dealer. For the con- 
venience of customers, the Feeder’s 
Supply Co. at Waco, Texas, has a 
4 by 6 ft. blackboard suspended in 
the center of the store. 
Edwin Ladd, who operates the firm, 
says he was “forced” to install the 
blackboard. 
“With a lot of farmers stopping 
by every day, many of them would 
leave messages for their friends to 
pick up when coming in for pur- 
chases,” he said. “After awhile, it be- 
came quite a chore merely to make 
a notation of such messages, and fre- 
quently we risked losing the good 
will of the customer if, in the press

of business, we forgot to pass along 
the message as desired.” 

The ultimate solution was installa- 
tion of the blackboard, which is 
equipped with a stock of colored 
chalk, eraser, soft cloth, etc. 

Farmers who wish, for example, 
to notify friends or relatives of their 
whereabouts, may merely’ chalk 
“Downtown until 2 p.m.,” or a simi- 
lar message. 

The bulletin board is most fre- 
quently used by farm families to buy 
and sell merchandise, produce, etc. 
It is nothing unusual for the black- 
board to show half a dozen messages 
such as “20 Duroc pigs for sale, Her- 
man Brown, R. 2"—or, “Almost new 
harrow, C. P. English, R. 1.” Such 
messages are bound to be seen pri- 
marily by those who are logical pros- 
pects for such purchases, it was point- 
ed out, and therefore, a lot of at- 
tention is assured. 

Mr. Ladd puts no limitation on use 
of the blackboard, other than that 
the message cannot remain more than 
48 hours, and in this way, his store 
serves as a natural “clearing house” 
for messages between friends and 
relatives, as well as providing a 
steady stream of want ads which en- 
tering customers invariably check.

ject by pointing out the increasing 
importance of feed formulation to 
proper animal nutrition. The efficient 


use of feed grains and the proper use 
of nutritional techniques are neces- 
sary before a farmer can make a 
profit in his operations, he said. 
“The feed dealer is the link be- 
tween the farmer and the research 
centers,” he said, “and it is im- 
portant for the retail feed dealer to 
keep up with the recent advances in

the field of animal nutrition and feed 
formulation.” 

Dr. Petersen discussed dairy cattle 
feeding and cited the problem of fit- 
ting the grain and concentrate to the 
quality of the roughage fed. The 
quality of the roughage will vary 
from crop to crop, he pointed out, 
and it is necessary to reevaluate the 
relationship of the feed grains and 
concentrates with each change in the 
quality of the forage crop. 

Dr. Petersen cited lignin as the 
“villain” in forage crops which ad- 
versely affects digestibility. He point- 
ed out that forage crops must be 
harvested early before high levels of 
lignin develop and must be properly 
cured. He told the dealers that in 
dealing with the problem they should 
remember that early-cut hay is low 
in lignin. 

Feeders Discouraged 

Dr. Hanson reported farmers are 
discouraged in feeding hogs because 
current pork prices do not return a 
suitable profit. He suggested that a 
retail feed dealer can help the farm 
feeder by giving his sound animal 
nutritional advice and by keeping the 
farmer from trying unsound feeding 
shortcuts that will not pay off for 
him. 

Dr. Hanson cited the work being 
done with antibiotics and other new 
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nutritional developments. He predict- 
ed that the feeding of pigs with syn- 
thetic sow’s milk would become 
more popular but warned that care- 
ful management of the animals is 
necessary. 

Dr. Sloan also reported that farm- 
ers were having trouble making a 
profit on the current egg market. He 
pointed out that 32¢ doz. is considered 
to be the “break even” point for eggs 
and that feeding cost alone is esti- 
mated at 20¢ doz. when a flock is 
laying at a 60% rate. However, he 
urged the dealers to point out to 
their customers that there is no sub- 
stitute to the proper feeding of chick- 
ens. 
“If farmers can't afford to feed 
hens well, they can’t afford to feed 
them at all,” he said. 

The feed dealers can best serve 
their farmer-customers, he said, by 
encouraging them to stay in the 
poultry business despite current bad 
market conditions and pointing out 
that better market conditions are 
ahead. It is necessary to urge them 
to continue to operate good feeding 
programs, he pointed out, in order 
that flocks do not deteriorate. He 
cited the importance of good feeding 
programs during the growth of the 
birds to get good results in egg pro- 
duction. 

Good Time to Change 

Robert Scharf, general credit man- 
ager, Cargill, Inc., who led off a 
panel discussion on credit, stressed 
the fact that this is an ideal year for 
starting a sound credit program. 
Farmers, he said, are in worse shape 
than during the depression years 
from the standpoint of credit risk. 
Cash requirements for keeping up 
their operations are so high that any 
falling off in income could put them 
in serious money trouble. 

He cited as danger signs the fact 
that farm mortgages are up 25%, 
production of some crops is down and 
feed prices are up. Dealers simply 
can’t afford to take risks, Mr. Scharf 
said. 

The first obstacle dealers must 
overcome in deciding to establish 
good credit practices is the fear of a 
loss of business if they tighten up, he 
declared. “Credit availability isn’t the 
reason farmers buy from you; it is 
merely an accommodation. Customers 
will work the dealer for all they can 
get and in the case of credit, what 
they get is free interest.”

should take a tip from mail order 
houses whose carrying charges rep- 
resent interest rates of 17 to 34%, the 
speaker said. 

Frank H. Higgins, Frank H. Hig- 
gins Co., Minneapolis, was the fea- 
tured speaker at the Jan. 21 lunch- 
eon meeting of the convention. Mr. 
Higgins, president of the Minneapolis 
Grain Exchange, discussed grain mar- 
kets and the relationship of the ex- 
change to the retail feed business. 

“If there were no risks in business, 
there would be no grain exchange,” 
he pointed out. “The exchange came 
into existence because people in the 
grain and grain products business 
did have tremendous risks against 
which they could not protect them- 
selves with any ordinary kind of in- 
surance policies. The open, regulated 
contract market offered a means by 
which they could get protection, and 
we call it price insurance.” 

He explained the function of the 
grain marketing system and pointed 
out the low cost of operating the 
system. 

“The only reason this cost is as low 
as it is,” he said, “is that there is 
such active competition in the mar- 
ketplace. This competition is, in turn, 
made possible by the complete and 
immediate information that is made 
available concerning all sales in the 
market. 

“In the absence of contract mar- 
kets, where price insurance is avail- 
able through the use of futures con- 
tracts, as hedges, you would have to 
get more on each sale to cover price 
risks on your inventories, and many 
of you probably would not succeed. 
Open markets help the small busi- 
ness to compete.” 

Mr. Higgins cited the importance 
of the retail feed industry to the 
grain marketing system in supplying 
a strong, competitive demand through 
feed channels. 

He outlined the effects of govern- 
ment regulation and control on the 
grain marketing system and asked 
the retail dealers to help in retaining 
self-control in commodity markets. 

He suggested that the retail feed 
industry could help by joining in the 
educational work being carried on by 
the exchange to make sure that the 
farmers and townspeople understand 
what the grain exchange is and how 
it operates. 

A final feature of the luncheon 
meeting was a style show sponsored 
by the Textile Bag Manufacturers 
Assn. Clothing made of dress print 
cotton feed bags was presented by 
models under the direction of Ted 
Menges, Bemis Bro. Bag Co., Minne- 
apolis.

well as some weaknesses, of trade 
association work was presented by 
Ronald C. Booth, Piper Grain & 
Milling Co., Cedar Rapids, Iowa, who 
is president of the Grain & Feed 
Dealers Nationa] Assn. 

Trade associations develop from 
force of necessity and represent es- 
sentially the working together by a 
number of businessmen with allied 
interests to solve problems which they 
cannot solve working individually— 
either because of the complexity of 
the problems or the cost of finding 
the solutions. 

“Our own national association was 
formed in 1896 when men in the 
trade, mainly country elevator oper- 
ators then found they could not safely 
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operate without a uniform system of 
grain grades, or without some means 
of meeting chaotic transportation 
rates, or without some means of 
settling trade disputes between deal- 
ers who lived far apart,” Mr. Booth 
said. “It was a natural development, 
one that came out of business ne- 
cessity. 

“The men of our trade themselves 
set up the first system of national 
uniform grain grades. They set up a 
transportation committee that did a 
number of minor miracles in straight- 
ening out transportation difficulties 
with the railroads, and within a few 
years they had set up the national 
trade rules and arbitration rules.” 

These still are important functions 
of the association, he noted, though 
there now are other vital reasons 
for keeping associations strong, 
among them the encroachments of 
the “welfare state” and demands for 
redistribution of the wealth. 

“Surely, if the politicians try to 
trade my business privilege or prop- 
erty for votes, I will fight back, and 
I will fight back with all my energies 
and my talents,” he declared. “T 
think I have my best defense in my 
trade associations; if they are not, it 
is my duty to make them the kind 
of associations you and I need and 
want.” 

The principal weakness of associa- 
tion work, Mr. Booth said, is the 
fact that nonmembers benefit as 
much from it as do those who work 
and pay the costs. The costs can be 
lowered for individual firms or work 
expanded as more join the group, he 
pointed out. 

A second weakness is the willing- 
ness of members to “let George do 
it,” or specifically, let the paid mem- 
bers of the staff do all the work. The 
best association, he said, is one in 
which the paid employees do the de- 
tail work, but only after members 
have outlined, analyzed and agreed 
to take part in it. 

He urged every man present to see 
that every other feed dealer is work- 
ing with him and carrying a share of 
the cost of association work. 


Urges Rodent Control 

Henry Putnam, executive secretary 
of the Northwest Crop Improvement 
Assn., presented a movie on rodent 
control and urged the feed men to do 
all they could to promote such activi- 
ties. Dealers, he said, should not only 
keep their own establishments free of 
rats but should campaign for rodent 
elimination among their customers 
and stock efficient rat poisons. The 
cracking down by the Food & Drug 
Administration on contaminated grain 
makes action along this line urgent, 
along with the obvious objections to 
rats from a filth and grain-loss stand- 
point, he said.

It will continue to be safe and 
prudent to depend upon 
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Acreage Goals for Wheat, Oats 
Reduced; Sorghums Target Higher 


WASHINGTON—The U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has revised its 
1952 crop acreage goals downward 
for wheat, oats and hay and upward 
for grain sorghums. 

Changes in production goals corre- 
spond with changes in acreage goals 
in all cases except wheat. Production 
of wheat equal to the goal announced 
previously is contemplated on the re- 
duced acreage. 

The new goals are 10,000,000 acres 


for grain sorghums, 41,600,000 for 
oats and 77,940,000 for wheat and 60,- 
000,000 for hay. The original goals, 
in the same order, were 9,000,000, 
42,900,000, 78,850,000 and 61,500,000. 
These new targets aim for produc- 
tion of 205 million bushels of grain 
sorghums, 1,307 million bushels of 
oats, 1,165 million bushels of wheat 
and 93 million tons of tame hay. 
Revisions were posted, USDA says, 
to bring the goals into better align- 
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ment with the Crop Reporting Board's 
year-end estimates of lower acre- 
ages and production in 1950 and 1951. 
If revised goals are reached, total 
farm production this year will be 
about 6% greater than in 1951, in- 
stead of the 4% previously estimated 
—a new all-time high in farm out- 
put. The required increase over 1951 
in total cultivated crop acreage is 
now placed at 6.5 million acres in- 
stead of about 3 million acres as pre- 
viously announced. 

USDA officials point out that the 
goal changes are in line with the 
objectives of the original goals—the 
maximum practicable over-all pro- 
duction, with special emphasis on the 
greatest possible production of need- 
ed feed grains. The fact that the re- 
quested production would be even 
more above 1951 levels than previous- 
ly expected underscores the produc- 
tion effort farmers are asked to un- 
dertake this year, USDA says. 

The national acreage goal for corn 
remains at 89,000,000 and the corn 
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production goal stays at 3,375,000,000 
bu., these figures now represent in- 
creases of 6% and 15%, respectively, 
over last year’s acreage and produc- 
tion as contrasted with the 3% and 
9% announced earlier. Similarly, for 
cotton the unchanged goal of 16 mil- 
lion bales calls for approximately 
the same acreage in cultivation on 
July 1, 1952, as a year earlier in- 
stead of a 5% decrease in acreage. 

The greater need for getting a 
large increase in the production of 
feed in 1952, particularly corn, re- 
quires that acreages of crops that 
compete with corn for acreage be 
carefully limited, and that the goals 
for these crops—particularly soy- 
beans, oats and hay in the Corn Belt 
—be viewed as maximum so as to 
allow for the greatest possible ex- 
pansion in the corn acreage, USDA 
says. The favorable year-end report 
on the condition and prospects for 
the winter wheat crop also made it 
possible to reduce the total wheat 
acreage goal—and hence, the acre- 
age to be planted to wheat this spring 
to help meet the need for feed grains, 
according to USDA. 

A revised goals handbook, contain- 
ing the details of the revisions an- 
nounced today and any other final 
changes in national and state acre- 
age and production goals, is ex- 
pected to be available shortly. The 
state agricultural mobilization com- 
mittees have been informed of the 
changes annonunced. 


KANSAS RATE HIKE 

TOPEKA, KANSAS—The Kansas 
Corporation Commission has granted 
a 6% increase in rates on within-the- 
state rail shipments, effective Feb. 1. 
The hike will apply to all commodi- 
ties except cement. The increase will 
bring rates on intrastate shipments 
to the same level as interstate rates.

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Fish Meal Quality 


By Hobart R. Halloran 


long depended on fish meal as 

one of the its most important 
ingredients. High quality fish meal is 
an excellent source of proteins, vita- 
mins and minerals. With the advent 
of new developments in animal and 
poultry nutrition, fish meal has been 
examined more critically. More atten- 
tion has been given to the processing 
and handling of this product in order 
to protect the natural nutrients. 

The inherent problems of the fish 
meal manufacturer have resulted in 
many variations in their final prod- 
uct. The first variable lies in the 
source of fish. West Coast processors 
are supplied by four fisheries (sar- 
dine, tuna, mackerel and herring) 
while East Coast and Gulf processors 
are supplied by eleven fisheries (in- 
cluding menhaden, rosefish and white- 
fish). Handling of several types of 
fish complicates the processing. For 
example, a southern California reduc- 
tion plant may process whole sar- 
dines, whole mackerel or the residue 
from the canning of edible portions 
of sardines, mackerel and several 
species of tuna. In addition to the 
attendant equipment problems, the 
manufacturer may have as many as 
five different types of meal resulting 
from several days’ operation. These 
variations make it difficult to ship a 
car of meal which is entirely uniform 
in composition. 

A second variable is the seasonal 
nature of the fishing. San Francisco 
and Monterey sardine fishing ordi- 
narily runs from August to February. 
This short season and the almost 
complete failure of the fishery for 
several years have increased the proc- 
essors’ problems. 

Another critical situation is ware- 
house space. This is even more im- 
portant than in feed manufacture be- 
cause of the use of this space for 
curing the meal. After drying, grind- 
ing and cooling, the meal undergoes 
a heating which is largely due to 
the oxidation of the contained oil. 
If there is improper air circulation, 
the increased temperature can reduce 
the feeding quality of the meal. To 
avoid over-heating, the meal is spread 
in a thin layer for a few days, or is 
sacked and the sacks piled five high 
with space between each pile. You 
can well imagine the area needed 
when the plant is operating at full 
capacity. 

These difficulties of the fish meal 
processors many times result in 
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—not just splashed on. . . . No 
balling.

meals of variable quality and single 
shipments of widely varying protein 
content. A shipment of low quality 
meal can impair the nutritional value 
of a feed, and a car with variable 
protein contents in each sack can 
affect the uniformity of the finished 
products. In order to achieve the 
maximum rate of production of meat, 
eggs and milk, and to meet tag guar- 
antees, the feed manufacturer has to 
use ingredients of consistent high 
quality. 

In the past, the purchase of fish 
meal has been made almost entirely 
on the basis of its percentage of crude 
protein, which certainly is no indica- 
tion of its potential feeding results. 
The fish meal processors who have 
taken pains to produce top quality 
meal have not always been encour- 
aged by the buyers. However, the 
California Hay, Grain & Feed Deal- 
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EDITOR’S NOTE: Some of the 
problems involved in maintaining 
uniform quality in fish meal are dis- 
cussed in the accompanying article, 
the text of a talk given by Mr. Hal- 
loran at the recent California Animal 
Industry Conference in Sacramento.

ers Assn., realizing the importance 
of quality fish meal, appointed an 
industry committee to study this 
problem and to make recommenda- 
tions. This committee is composed 
of H. C. Eales, chairman; Dr. H. J. 
Almquist; E. W. Turner; C. B. Capps; 
H. R. Mullen and H. R. Halloran. 
William Hunter, the assistant chief 
of the Bureau of Field Crops, cooper- 
ated to the fullest extent with this 
group 
Specifications Suggested 

Early this year, at the committee's 
request, Dr. Almquist and Mr. Hunt- 
er took the suggestions of the com- 
mittee and prepared a preliminary 
set of specifications for fish meal. 
This voluntary code was discussed 
with the fish meal processors at meet- 
ings in Los Angeles and Monterey. 
At these and other conferences, the 
feed industry committee explained 
the need for the standardization of 
feed ingredients, and the processors 
related their many problems. Pre- 
viously many of the fish meal manu- 
facturers had no direct contact with 
the feed industry and did not real- 
ize the importance of high quality 
fish meal. These discussions resulted 
in revision of the standards to meet 
practical conditions. 

The specifications received general 
acceptance from the fish meal proc- 
essors as they recognized them as a 
means of improving and insuring con- 
tinued use of fish meal by the feed 
industry. The fish meal brokers have 
been most helpful in the development 
of this quality program. Their co- 
operation has been greatly appre- 
ciated. 

Feeders and feed manufacturers 
have long hoped for a method of buy- 
ing fish meal of known quality. It has 
been discussed many times, but prior 
to this effort there was no organized 
movement to establish these stand- 
ards in a simplified way which would 
be recognized and acceptable to all 
parties. The ultimate objective of

these mutual efforts for quality 
standards and procedures for fish 
mea] is that this product may then 
be traded with the same dependa- 
bility as other products of standard 
qualities. 

The use of the suggested standards 
is entirely voluntary with the pro- 
ducer as well as with the buyer. This 
code covers the details in regards to 
the production of a fish meal with 
uniform grind, color and protein con- 
tent per lot. The standards were 
set up in regards to maximum parti- 
cle size, on moisture and fat content, 
as well as the labeling of the fish 
meal by the kind of fish and a proc- 
essor’s lot number. An important part 
of the code covers the maintenance 
of quality by processing and curing 
Drying under 6% moisture is a def- 
inite hazard to protein quality, and 
then heating during storage and ship- 
ment is undesirable and causes ]ump- 
ing and loss of quality. The final part 
of the feed industry code covers 
packing and shipping suggestions.

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the fish meal processors has been 
widespread and most gratifying. The 
West Coast processors immediately 
started making changes in their 
plants and in their methods of pro- 
duction. This keen interest in devel- 
oping a better meal has resulted in 
noticeable improvement in uniform- 
ity, color and quality. Improvement 
has been evident in spite of the poor 
fishing season on the Pacific Coast. 
One very important development has 
been that the processors’ names are 
on the tags. This is an important 
step toward pride in a product. 

The “Feed Industry Suggested 
Code for Fish Meal” has developed 
wide interest in other parts of the 
U.S. Last May at the meeting of the 


Nutrition Council of the American 
Feed Manufacturers Assn. a fish 
meal quality subcommittee was ap- 
pointed. This group is working under 
the ingredients committee of the Nu- 
trition Council. The National Fish- 
eries Institute has been vitally in- 
terested in the progress and has given 
the plan wide publicity to its mem- 
bers. There have been three meetings 
of the fish meal quality subcommit- 
tee with representatives of the Na- 
tional Fisheries Institute. Progress 
has been made toward drafting a sug- 
gested code for general use in the 
U.S. The use of this code has been 
entirely voluntary from the point of 
view of the buyers and of the sellers. 
Its general acceptance has proved 
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the value of the feed manufacturers 
discussing their problems with the 
ingredient manufacturers. The con- 
ferences have shown the fish meal 
processors how to use their present 
facilities to better advantage, and 
subsequent changes in methods of op- 
eration have actually resulted in sav- 
ings in the cost of processing. 


Research on Quality 

For several years the division of 
poultry husbandry of the University 
of California has been engaged in 
some important research on fish 
mea! quality. This work was initiated 
by Dr. Herman Almquist and has 
been continued by Dr. C. R. Grau. 
Dr. Almquist’s work on the amino 
acids and on methods of testing the 
quality of fish meal laid an impor- 
tant foundation for the research of 
Dr. Grau. He has tested many sam- 
ples of fish meal on chicks and is 
now working on a comprehensive pro- 
gram to determine the causes of 
quality variations. As Dr. Grau points 
out, they are interested primarily in 
the protein of the fish meal, because 
as time goes on he says there will be 
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readers of The Northwestern Miller as a Section Two of the 
issue. The new Almanack will continue and 
expand the valuable statistical and informational service re- 
garding crops, production, regulations, etc., for which this 
annual edition serves as an ever-handy “reference library.” 
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less and less interest in fish meal as 
a source of unidentified vitamins. 
He further explains: “Within a few 
years most of these vitamins will no 
longer be unidentified; and from past 
experience, we can expect that po- 
tent sources of them will be avail- 


able from fermentation products 
through chemical synthesis. If this 
premise is justified, then it seems to 
us that we should be thinking about 
fish meal again in terms of the qual- 
ity of the protein which it provides, 
and this is the basis on which we 
are proceeding.” 

The University of California re- 
search program on meal is en- 
tirely apart from the work on the 
fish meal code. It is also designed 
to help both groups, the fish meal 
processors and the feed manufactur- 
ers. However, the objective of this 
work, and also the objective of the 
formula feed industry, is to provide 
livestock rations which will result 
in maximum economic return to the 
farmers. 

A Purchasing Basis 

Many of the more critical of the 
buyers of fish meal have been pur- 
chasing it under the suggested speci- 
fications for several months. The 
shortage of fish meal has resulted 
in some buyers forgetting to mention 
the quality code. Unless there is a 
continued buyer interest, processors 
may relax their present activity. At 
the present time many of the sell- 
ers themselves are voluntarily follow- 
ing the code without any inquiries 
necessary from the buyers. However, 
it is up to those who are purchasing 
fish meal to maintain the interest of 
the fish meal processors. 

If the manufacturer of fish meal 
cannot conform to all phases of the 
code, the buyer is entitled to know to 
what extent he is observing it. From 
the committee's contact with the fish 
meal industry on the West Coast and 
nationally, we know that there need 
be no hesitance in discussing the 
mutual problems of the fish meal 
manufacturer and of the feed manu- 
facturer. 

However, the continuance of this 
pragram is up to the buyers. If you 
ignore the code due to short supply 
there will be no incentive to the fish 
meal manufacturer to continue his 
attention to quality. Discuss the code 
with the processors and with the 
brokers. With California's increas- 
ing population we need the most effi- 
cient utilization of all feed ingredi- 
ents. Buyers should give this program 
full support.

Trading in baled alfalfa continued 
in good volume at Kansas City dur- 
ing a recent period, according to the 
Production and Marketing Adminis- 
tration market news service.

Offerings from the 69 cars received 
met with good interest and were dis- 
posed of readily. Most active demand 
continued for the choice dairy types; 
however, all alfalfa of feeding value 
was in demand. 

Prices on the extra leafy grades 
were about unchanged, but the price 
scale was generally lower on the 
other qualities. Sales for the period 
indicated an active market and con- 
sisted of one car at $46, one at $37, 
two at $35, one at $34, one at $32, 
two at $31, five at $30, one at $29, 
one at $28, two at $27, five at $26, 
one at $24, two at $25, one at $22 
and one at $20 ton. Revised nominal 
quotations by grade: No, 1 extra 
leafy $44 and up, No. 2 extra leafy 
$40@43.50, No. 1 $35@39.50, No. 2 
leafy $30@34.50, No. 3 leafy $25.50 
@ 27.50, No. 3 $23@25, sample grade 
$16@22.50 ton. 

There was some expansion in trad- 
ing in alfalfa during the week in the 
Larned, Kansas, area. Growers are 
becoming a little more liberal with 
their offerings as the season advances. 
Mild open weather has been advan- 
tageous for feeding and the full utili- 
zation of supplies. Alfalfa prices con- 
tinued firm with the active demand. 
Some surplus supplies of good quality 
baled alfalfa were held at $40 at stor- 
age barns. Sales ranged $25@40 ton 
on farms. Small odd lots brought 
$1.20@1.25 bale. 


The prairie hay market at Kansas 


City continued dull because of lack 
of offerings. Demand for good quality 
prairie hay remained active, and ap- 
parently price was a secondary fac- 
tor.

ly these products were being offered 
mainly by the small and medium- 
sized processors. 

There were reports, too, that crush- 
ers of flaxseed were studying the pos- 
sibilities of producing a mineralized 
linseed oil meal product. However, 
none was actually offered for sale at 
the end of the week. 

The protein meal squeeze has had 
some serious repercussions in the feed 
manufacturing industry, particularly 
among the small mixers. Sharp com- 
plaints to government officials, with 
pleas to “do something” are mount- 
ing. 

Typical of these was a letter sent 
recently by Fred W. Wicht of Michi- 
gan Feed Mills, Jackson, Mich., to 
President Truman and Charles F. 
Brannan, secretary of agriculture. 
Wrote Mr. Wicht: 

“Will you help us buy a carload 
of soybean oil meal? 

“We and a great number of manu- 
facturers are being forced to discon- 
tinue manufacturing of poultry, hog 
and dairy concentrates that help to 
conserve grains. Farmers are being 
forced to feed up all their grain 
without supplements due to high 
prices and unavailability of soy- 
bean oil meal and other meals, and 
this is wasting grains.” 

He added that he has not been 
able to secure any meal from his 
regular supplier since last Novem- 
ber and that no other processor will 
offer a pound of meal for prompt or 
future shipment. 

“There is a little adulterated meal 
(mixed with limestone) offered at 
$18 over the ceiling, but this is even 
hard to find,” he wrote. 

Mr. Wicht goes on to urge that the 
government take some action to lower 
soybean prices so that crushers could 
operate without a loss.

Another letter, addressed to Mi- 
chael V. Di Salle, director of OPS, 
was sent by the Illinois Feed Dealers 
& Mixers Assn., over the signature of 
its secretary, J. C. Van Antwerp. 

“An intolerable condition is stran- 
gling the life out of the independent 
small feed manufacturer,” he de- 
clares. “The condition must be rem- 
edied at once or hundreds of these 
feed operators will have to either quit 
business or become a convenience for 
some large commercial feed manufac- 
turer. 

“This condition is due to ceiling 
prices on protein meals; ceilings 
which are being ignored by various 
detours and schemes apparently ac- 
ceptable to OPS.” 

The letter lays the blame for high 
soybean prices on government ad- 
vice to farmers to hold their beans 
off the market, speculative futures 
buying and the drastic cut in the offi- 
cial cotton crop forecast. To break 
even, it says, processors have been 
forced to charge a crushing toll or 


“adulterate” their meal. About this, 
it states, in part: 

“Other soybean processers are add- 
ing fine ground limestone or other 
like low-priced material to their soy- 
bean oil meal and selling this mix- 
ture, which contains at least 3% less 
protein, at $87.50 ton, bulk, Decatur. 
This price, for a lower quality prod- 
uct, is $13.50 ton over the ceiling 
price for soybean oil meal.” 

“Since the USDA urged farmers to 
hold their oilseed crops off the mar- 
ket for higher price, when are these 
same farmers going to be advised tu 
sell?” the association letter asks. 

Copies of the letter were sent to 
congressmen, other government offi- 
cials and trade association executives.

in some cases to close down for parts 
of days. 

Manufacturers of formula dairy 
feeds are particularly hurt because 
it is almost impossible to buy south- 
ern oil meals, and it is impossible to 
obtain comparative low price carbo- 
hydrates which would put _ together 
an economical dairy ration. In addi- 
tion, there is a terrific consumer re- 
sistance to expanding prices on fin- 
ished products. 

The brightest spot in the feed de- 
mand picture is for poultry mashes, 
due to strengthening in broiler prices 
which had shown a downward trend 
during the past week. Although chick 
placements were somewhat smaller 
than the previous week, they were 
still at such a high level that the 
need for heavy poultry feed production 
continued. On the other hand, a de- 
cided reduction in demand for egg 
mashes developed because of the poor 
prices being obtained for eggs. In 
some isolated rural communities eggs 
are selling as low as 30¢ doz. 

Recent imports of dried beet pulp 
have made an ample supply of this 
commodity available for dairy cows, 
but delivered cost to dairy barns does 
not permit profitable feeding based 
on current returns from milk and 
milk products, In the South, citrus 
molasses is available at low cost for 
beef cattle feeding. The poultryman 
is able to obtain ample feed-supplies, 
although they may come from a 
manufacturer or dealer other than 
his usual supplier. 

There is still ample corn available 
for the pigs which are being held in 
hope of higher prices. An analysis 
taken from reports of various feed 
manufacturers indicates that the 
dire shortages affecting their normal 
operations are due to poor distribu- 
tion of ingredients as well as cut- 
backs in production of basic commodi- 
ties. 


Central States 


Price resistance caused a notice- 
able cutback in the volume of for- 
mula feed sales in the central states 
area this week. Manufacturers 
trimmed their backlog of orders 
somewhat, although they still were 
running at capacity. 

At the end of the period the order 
backlog was down to less than a 
week in most cases, with the outlook 
that mixers would catch up still more 
this week. 

In most cases feed manufacturers 
had to revise their price lists upward 
last week, generally 60@80¢ ton. The 
advance came in the face of consumer 
resistance and slower sales. A few 
mills, although ingredient costs justi- 
fied higher prices, sent out their 
price lists unchanged in an effort to 
combat buyer resistance. 

Mixers agreed that they could un- 
derstand why there was price resist- 


ance. Egg prices are relatively low. 
Milk prices are unsatisfactory, par- 
ticularly in the northern part of the 
central states area. Broiler prices 
have improved over a few weeks ago, 
but still are not exceptionally good. 

Biggest movers of the feed lines 
appeared to be beef cattle and dairy 
feeds, particularly high protein feeds 
in the case of cattle. This was thought 
to be because producers were not 
able to get low protein ingredients. 

Most mills appeared to be in 
fairly good shape on _ ingredients, 
but only because of a cutback in 
sales. Generally speaking, vegetable 
oil meals were extremely scarce. 


Northeast 


Formula feed production in the 
Northeast slowed down materially 
from the rate of the past several 
weeks. A fair run of unseasonably 
warm weather has favored this area 
with a consequent lessening of the 
demand for formula feeds. 

This letdown was first noted by the 
mills shortly after the beginning of 
the week, when the daily inflow of 
orders slackened off somewhat. The 
mills work almost strictly on daily 
orders for processing the feeds as 
it is not their practice to store any 
supplies awaiting orders to ship. 

Millfeeds were in good supply all 
week, although toward the end of 
the week prices were advanced fol- 
lowing an upturn in the wheat mar- 
ket. Protein feeds are still scarce, 
with nothing available unless it has 
been previously contracted for. 

The cold wave that has been mov- 
ing eastward finally struck this area 
late in the week, sending thermome- 
ters down around the zero mark, and 
it was anticipated that this would 
have a tendency to strengthen de- 
mand for formula feeds. However, 
mills report that there are still fairly 
large stocks of feeds on farms. 


Pacifie Northwest 


The feed business was rather quiet 
during the week in the Pacific North- 
west, with the trade comment that 
the market is in the usual January 
and February doldrums.

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gave promise of early pastures, al- 
though it is a little too early to tell 
for sure. Feed men were still alarmed 
by the constantly increasing cost of 
proteins and continuing scarcity of 
ingredients of all kinds. The opinion 
frequently expressed was that the 
market will have to break one of 
these days, but just how or when this 
will take place no one, of course, 
knows. 

Millfeeds, after having slumped for 
the past three or four weeks, turned 
around and showed some signs of 
strengthening, mostly on the basis of 
steady to strong California demand. 
Hay has about disappeared from the 
market, with last sales being report- 
ed at $50, Seattle, for U.S. No. 2 
green, an all-time high price. Feed- 


ing ratios are not nearly as favorable 
as they have been, and laying flocks 
are constantly being culled. However, 
volume of both dairy and poultry 
feed is reported as being satisfactory 
for this time of the year. 


Ohio Valley 


Formula feed demand in the Ohio 
Valley area this week continued at 
only a fair pace, despite continued 
near-zero weather and intermittent 
snow flurries which made indoor feed- 
ing necessary. Manufacturers are be- 
coming resigned to this situation, and 
many of them believe it will not im- 
prove materially in the near future. 

Egg mashes and broiler feeds con- 
tinue to lead in sales, but high prices 


for formula feeds are said to be a 
definite drawback to more expansive 
biasiness. Farmers, instead, are using 
farm grains as much as possible. 

Scarcities of numerous basic ma- 
terials continue to plague manufac- 
turers hereabouts, and there seems 
to be no improvement in sight. Prices 
again advanced this week 50¢@$1 
ton, while mills were able to operate 
only at somewhat less than 60% of 
capacities.
